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This  little  spring  catalogue  is  sent  out  to 
growers  to  keep  in  touch  with  our  custom¬ 
ers  .  We  have  in  nut  trees  some  of  the  most 
difficult  propagation.  Our  stock  is  low.  We 
are  sold  out  in  some  items  and  low  in  others. 
We  are  largely  an  experimental  nursery, 
pushing  out  into  new  things.  We  have  many 
new  improved  varieties  of  nuts  and  fruits 
that  have  been  under  trial  for  years.  These 
we  will  offer  this  fall  and  the  coming  years 
as  fast  as  we  are  satisfied  that  they  are 
worth  while  and  we  can  get  them  into  pro¬ 
duction. 
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FILBERTS 

Filberts  grown  in  many  sections  of  the  United 
States  but  seem  best  adapted  to  the  Pacific  North¬ 
west  where  we  are  building  up  a  commercial  filbert 
industry.  The  present  acreage  and  crops  are  com¬ 
paratively  small,  and  the  nuts  are  finding  ready 
market.  We  have  fine  growers  cooperatives  and  ad¬ 
vertising  has  been  begun  to  expand  the  crop  with 
rising  production. 

We  are  still  learning  much  about  filberts.  One 
grove  where  very  reliable  records  were  kept  gave 
an  average  yield  of  1400  pounds  of  dry  nuts  per  acre. 
We  believe  on  the  best  soils,  when  pollination  is 
better  than  in  most  groves,  and  fertilization  and 
pruning  properly  carried  on,  groves  will  average  a 
ton  to  the  acre. 

At  present  Barcelonas  are  our  main  crop  though 
the  new  large  nuts  are  attracting  attention.  All  must 
be  planted  with  pollinizers.  With  the  Barcelona 
there  should  be  early,  medium  and  late  pollinizers  to 
cover  the  long  period  when  the  Barcelona  opens  its 
nut  blossoms.

CHESTNUTS 

Chestnuts  are  the  world’s  most  important  nut,  out¬ 
side  of  the  tropics.  No  new  tree  crop  seems  to  offer 
the  advantages  that  chestnuts  seem  to  offer  at  the 
present  time.  The  chestnut  used  to  be  the  most 
important  tree  of  our  eastern  forests.  Now  they  have 
been  swept  out  by  the  blight  and  with  them  has  gone 
much  of  the  game  that  fed  upon  the  nuts.  The  east¬ 
ern  states  can  replant  with  Chinese  and  Japanese 
chestnuts  both  of  which  are  resistant  to  the  blight. 
These  species  will  have  to  be  planted  and  given  some 
care  as  they  will  be  overgrown  by  native  trees  if 
left  without  attention.  In  the  northwest  there  is 
no  blight  reported  and  there  seems  little  danger  of  it. 
There  is  a  good  market  for  chestnuts.  We  are  im¬ 
porting  millions  of  pounds  a  year. 

CHINESE  CHESTNUTS.  This  species  seems  best 
adapted  to  North  America  and  it  gives  us  very  high 
quality  nuts.  Partly  dried  the  pelicle  of  the  Chinese 
comes  free  from  the  kernel  and  leaves  a  sweet  white 
meat.  Good  raw  or  cooked.  Trees  are  blight  re¬ 
sistant  and  hardy.
